Traffic Deaffis Are Fewer 


Although traffic death! in Wisconsin 


•re running well ahead of the number 
for the same period last year, the picture 
in the nation is much better. For the first 
eight months there were 23.760 deaths on 
the nation s h i g h w a y s compared with 
24.090 the first eight months last year. 
Twenty-three slates had a decrease in the 
number of traffic fatalities, two had no 
change and 23 others showed increases. 
Three states did not report. 


However, the picture is much better 


when the fatality report is considered on 
a mileage basis. The death rate for the 
United States as a whole fell to a new 
record low of 4 9 deaths per 100 million 
v e h i c l e miles during the first eight 
months of 1961. Figures for states are not 
given on a mileage basis but it is possible 
for many states, including Wisconsin, to 
show an actual decrease in deaths on a 


vehicle mile basis even though the total 
for this year is greater than the sam« 
period last year. There are more automo- 
biles today and they are 
being driven 


more miles. Thus the increase in mileage 
in Wisconsin easily could account for the 
additional deaths. 


However, there is some hope for im- 


provement in the future in the National 
Safety Council's report 
that the 
death 


rate on turnpikes was less than half of the 
deaths on all highways measured on a 
vehicle miles basis. There were only 2.2 
deaths per 200 million vehicle miles on 20 
reporting turnpikes 


The rate is down on turnpikes because 


the roads are better constructed from the 
point of view of accident prevention and 
they also are better supervised. It is quite 
certain that the rate of travel on turn- 
pikes is well up to. and probably above. 
the rate of travel on ordinary highways.

As later events showed, the military were 
not a bit happy with the policy.
